It has often been said that you are a product of your environment. In the 
case of renowned tattoo artist, Big Gus, this has made him into the man 
and artist you see before you. At a young age Big Gus got mixed up with 
some rough crowds on the streets of Los Angeles while at the same time devel- 
oping skills with graffiti and painting murals. As a result of surroundings Gus 
picked up a tattoo machine at an extremely early age inking up some of the peo- 
ple around the block. There is only so much we can say about him, so I'll let him 
speak for himself. Ladies & gentlemen, boys & girls, and all those that lay in 
between, Big Gus. 




BIG GUS CONTINUES 

Your Mom seems to be one of your biggest 
influences and inspirations, what can you tell us 
about her and how she shaped you as an artist? 

She gave me my first set of paintbrushes, crayons and 
whatever would keep me happy as a little artist kid. She helped 
me by giving me paint by number canvas and helping with color 
theory stuff like that. She showed me how to be positive with 
art, that it was a way to escape from the brutal reality of things 
at the time. She never yelled at me for art things, even writing 
on walls, she always let me be free with any art medium. I miss 
her dearly. 

How did starting with art such as murals and 
graffiti influence your tattooing? 
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I think my environment around me made my style, it 
influenced me by showing me true cultures, styles, stuff like 
that. All the prison art stuff was everywhere I just couldn't 
help but to love it. As I got older I would look for it walking 
downtown, buy magazines with Jack Rudy stuff and Freddy 
Negrete. Look at airbrush artist Og Abel and Mister Cartoon 
for inspiration! Still to this day I'm the same way just that I'm 
the one creating now! 

How young were you the first time you 
picked up a machine and what was it like coming 
up at such a young age? 

I was fourteen, man. I know young right? But think 
about this: I grew up around tattoos, homies that were blast- 
ed with ink. Again, my surrounding lured me into the mad- 
ness. But I did not learn the correct way. Which is some-

thing I don't approve of. I had to work harder at it 
without anybody showing me anything. Then at the age 
of 21 I got a job at a shop called Distinctive Ink and 
was introduced to professional tattooing. This I would 
like to say is where my career really began. This guy 
named Drew showed me the basics like needles, ink, 
stencil making, machine tuning, all that stuff. From there 
I was just like a sponge soaking up everything. I would 
sit and watch these guys tattoo for hours. From there 
on I went to shows to watch guys like Jack Rudy, 
Freddy Negrete, Murdok, Paul Booth and just sit and 
watch for hours. Don't say shit, just study what they 
were drawing and tattooing, buy their stuff.This was at 
Inkslingers when it was the bomb show in Hollywood!! 

You have a lot of black and grey photo- 
realism and a great cholo style in your 
work, does that stem solely from growing 
up in LA or is it just part of you and 
your style? 

I think its a little bit of both but mostly, like I said 
before, my environment created this weird crazy style I 
have in my head. So many artist that my stuff is influ- 
enced by so I owe them for my style! 

How would you say you got to the skill 
level that you are now? 

I believe that I got to the level were I'm at because 
of who I surround myself with, you know? I have always 
been lucky to be there at the right time with good 
artists. If you know me, you know that I'm not a shy 
dude. I like to meet people that are way better at what 
they do to get into that mind set. The older I get the 
better my friends. I work in a great shop, Art Junkies. 
I'm inspired everyday with my bros in that shop. They're 
all amazing artists. I also am lucky enough to learn from 
my group of homies. Some are great oil painters, pencil 
artists, graff, you name it; these guys kill it in the art 
game. Thanks Carlos Torres, Alan Padilla, Shawn Barber, 
Chet Zar and James Zar for the long hours of painting. 
You guys have taught me so much! 

What would you say to other artists of 
the younger generation? Do you feel that 
the industry is going in the right direction 
and in good hands? 

Be positive. Come into our industry with respect. 
Learn the traditional ways not just the new ways. 
Respect those who came before you and those that 
you want to be. Speak positive, think positive. There is 
no room in this game for stuck up, know-it-all artists. 
Shut the fuck up and listen. But for reals, I love the art, 
the lifestyle everything that goes with embracing who 
you want to be in this game. Draw, draw, draw, don't be 
lazy, work hard and shit will pay off! As long as there 




are people willing to teach the new guys tradition, respect and loy- 
alty I think we will be okay! Much love, ART IS AWAY OF LIFE. 
Also much love to my Dl FAMILIA, SULLEN FAMILY and to 
Eternal Ink and Needlejig for always supporting my love for art.

Shelton HankWilliams III has arguably one of 
the most loyal and supportive fan bases in 
country music. He has managed to maintain 
this popularity while openly dealing with internal 
business struggles with his former record label. One 
could guess that part of his continued success has 
been his realness in discussing what it can be like to 
be an artist on the outskirts of a large pop country 
industry that doesn't always take creative vision as 
first priority. His fans relate to that in their own lives 
from grinding for their own paycheck and obligations 
to keep their bosses happy to enjoying a six pack of 
PBR at the end of the day and unwinding with their 
favorite musician, singing to their plight. 

However, our recent interview with Hank3 



resounded tones of a new man; one free from the chains of appeasing 
another's lack of vision and need for profit and one driven by his own 
rebirth of sorts into the career he always dreamed to have. He is 
calm, collected and focused on giving his music and fans exactly what 
they've loved from The Hank for so long:"keeping it grass roots ori- 
ented ... no manager, no secretary, just me." 

With an unprecedented triple album release from his own new 
label, Hanl<3 Records, Hank3 is paving the way for a new era of solid, 
artist controlled, country and rock music. His own labor of love, dou- 
ble album, Ghost to a Ghost & Guttertown, Attention Deficit Domination 
and 3 Bar Ranch Cattle Callin were all written, recorded, mixed and 
mastered at his own studio at the haunted ranch and a point of pride 
for Hank 3. He is also proud to be in control of his own music and 
will run Hank3Records as the only artist on the label. He explains "I 
never want to put anyone else on the label because I don't want to 
ever do another musician wrong" even if unintentionally. 

As for the new tour, kicked off in September, fans can expect the 
same old Hank3 they've loved but without Assjack. He says that 
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things are "getting heavy" with the new 
material and as he's moved into what 
he thinks of as his "Black Sabbath 
years" he wants to make way for the 
new music on that path. 

Another path important to Hanl<3 
is one of activism. He has become 
involved with Happy Tails (www.happy- 
tails.org) pet sanctuary, advocating 
spaying and neutering pets to help pre- 
vent more animals without homes and 
to help find homes for stray animals 
he finds are "a lot more loyal" and "a 
lot more in need." 

In his biggest advocacy priority, 
Hank3 is helping to spearhead getting 
his grandfather, Hank Williams Sr., rein- 
stated into the Grand OP Opry. 
Williams Sr., who debuted his career 
on the Opry stage was dismissed for 
his drinking under terms he would be 
reinstated once he became sober. 
However, Williams passed away before 
this could happen. Hank Williams Sr. is 
still one of the biggest and most influential musicians to be a 
part of the Grand OP Opry and Hank3 explains his rein- 
statement is about "showing respects where respects are 
due" from the "mother church of country music." To sign the

In a town that has its fair share 
of tattoo shops, Southern Star 
Tattoo has made quite a name 
for itself in only one year. Even in 
such a short time being open, the 
crew are by no means amateurs. Bill 
Conner, Eric Thrice, Chris Howell, 
Demian Bouchon, Brian Gattis and 
Keet D'Arms have over 50 years of 
tattooing experience between them 
and a collection of work that is out- 
standing.

or and it's really raised the bar for us in a 
sense that everyone is going harder than 
they've ever gone. Everybody is trying to 
really kick ass, you know? I see someone 
next to me doing something awesome and 
it's like the next thing I do, I want to make 
it more awesome. It's like a friendly compe- 
tition, which is really cool. I think if anything, 
it makes everyone want to try harder. I 
think that's a great function of being happy 
and positive is that you don't feel beaten." 
This competition is what keeps Southern 
Star in a perpetually forward motion, always 
wanting to improve on every piece they 
work on. 

Aside from their extensive amounts of 
experience, SST has set a level of quality for 
every one of their tattoos, be it full body- 
suit or a lone Yin Yang symbol. "I don't think 
any of us try to look at any tattoo like it's 
more important than another one. We are 
a great mix of a street shop and a custom 
shop. One of the ideas of our sort of 
brotherhood is that we all take an active 
interest in both how our shop is perceived 
and the work that comes out of it. We have 
a standard." 

Recently Southern Star had their one- 
year anniversary party in Atlanta for which 
there was a huge turn out. This was a tes- 
tament to just how well the shop and the 
community has received the work of the 
whole crew and SST is showing their 
appreciation. "We definitely intend to keep 
investing in the community that we serve. 
You know we respect the people that want 
to spend their hard earned money with us. 
We definitely are going to show that by 
making our shop nicer and nicer and better 
and better. We're not interested in opening 
a bunch of locations, we intend to continue 
to have a high standard for quality and hold 
ourselves to it. We are grateful that every- 
body has supported us and continues to 
support us and we expect to keep banging 
out badass shit." And that's the bottom line: 
great tattoos. Without a doubt, Southern 
Star Tattoo has quality work, a kick ass 
atmosphere, and certainly the personality of 
a top-notch tattoo shop.

I asked about the 
history behind some of her tattoos and it's explained 
best in her own words: "I started getting tattooed 
right at 1 8. 1 always wanted tattoos as long as I can 
remember. I used to ask my mom if I could get one 
when I was like 1 3. She laughed and said I could get 
something pierced as long as I waited till I was 18 for 
a tattoo. At 1 3, that was the coolest thing ever! So 
by the time I was old enough I went to tell her I was 
going to get my first tattoo. She said 'Thank God, 
now you can take all that metal out of your face!' 
That was probably the funniest thing that ever came 
out of her mouth! It was all down hill from there. I've 
got a ton of work from Liberty Tattoo and Southern 
Star. Chris Howell and Shay Cannon have done most 
of my tattoos.Then Phil Colvin of Memorial has done 
a few too. I think Phil did my very first tattoo ever: li'l 
stars on my arm and wrist. " 

It was such a blast shooting my favorite inked 
model again and I know everyone at PRICK is excit- 
ed to showcase her again. If you look carefully, you 
can see all kinds of great art on her skin, with some 
seriously awesome line work and even some quirky 
pieces that are all in good fun. We hope you enjoyed 
a second introduction to this Southern gal as much 
as we did, we'll never get tired of seeing more of the 
beautifully inked, Demanda Lavette. ~k
